The House Veterans’ Committee, 
which reports a heavier mail vol- 
ume than the,Senate unit, prob 
ably will not take up the subject 
until the Labor Committee reports 
its version of what the peacetime 
GI Bill should include. 

However,’ many of the senators 
are believed willing to forego any 
action on the peacetime GI Bill, 
particularly since they can use ‘the 
Administration as the whipping 
boy for their failure to act.

WASHINGTON .—The Army will 
soon begin organizing flyiag. ‘elubs 
under a new 

awaited, which has just been 
tributed. 


Army officials were unhappy 
over the release of the regulation 
(AR 28-95) before certain proced- 
ural details have been worked out. 
The new regulation is general in 
its terms. It does not spell out the 
steps that existing “private associ- 
ation”-type clubs. must take’ te 
qualify as Army flying clubs nor 
what steps groups not yet organ- 
ized must take to join the pre- 
gram, 

These details are being worked 
out and will be made available, 
along with publicity, as soon as 
possible. 

An Army spokesman said that 
under the new program, two types 
of Army aircraft will be made 
available to Army flying clubs as 
“surplus.” These are the L-17s and 
L-21’s. 

Some L-17’s have already gone 
to the Air Force for its flying elub 
program, 

L-21’s are the Cubs in which the 
Air Force gave primary flight 
training to Army aviator candi- 
dates when it ran the training pro- 
gram. Army aviator students are 
now trained in L-19’s, also at Camp 
Gary, Tex., but under Army super- 
vision and by a civilian contractor. 

Surplus aircraft will be alotted 
to one of the six Armies on the 
basis of need. The Army com- 
manders in.turn will distribute 
these aircraft to flying clubs in 
their area.

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Housing Outlook ‘Fair’ at Riley 


FORT RILEY, Kans.—The out- 
look for housing in and around 
this Kanses Army post is fair, ac- 
cording to the post information 
office. 

The PIO, in the latest report to 
Army Times, suggested that new- 
cémers to Riley contact the post 
billeting office before reporting 
with families. 

The post has 198 sets of govern- 
ment quarters for officers and 
their families, 221 sets of quarters 
for inarried enlisted men. There 
are 200 additional Wherry units 
for officers, 200 for EM. 

The Wherry project, known as 
Fert Riley: Apartments, does not 
require forfeiture’ of rental al- 
lowence, Only electric refrigerator 
and gas range are furnished, Rents 
range from $59 for a one-bedroom 
standard apartment to $85 a month 
for a three bedroom deluxe apart- 
ment. The tenant pays for all 
utilities, ercept water. ; 

The PIO estimates that the 
waiting period for on-post quarters 
is only about one to two weeks— 
for field grade officers, ..Company 
grade officers can. anticipate a 
wait of from two to 18 months. 

Enlisted men can expect a wait- 
ing period of from six to 24 months 
for on-post furnished quarters, 
while unfurnished units are avail- 
able“in about. half that time. 

This housing squeeze will be 
eased in the future, it is hoped, 
by the erection of 433 Capehart 
units. 

About 5000 military families live 
off the post, which is the home of 
the Ist Inf. Div. They live mostly 
in the Kansag towns of Junction 


City, Manhattan, Abilene, Clay 
Center and Ogden. ° 
In the nearby civilian com- 


munities, one bedroom apartments 
ere avalizble immediately, and cost 
ahout $65 or $70 a month. Two 
bedroom units are harder to fim, 
in. some cases ‘requiriag as. much 
as four months of searching for 
suitable quartets..-They cost from 
$85 to $85 a month. 


Three bedroom apartments and 
houses are available in from three 
to six months, at a cost of from 
$95 to $125 a month.

. School Aid Needed | 
—With Changes — 


S ILD there be a new GI schooling law?

For except for a handful of 


congressmene 
who have concerned themselves with the 


matter, the question of giving some type of 
educational aid to those who began service 
after Jan. 31, 1955, is evoking little interest 
on Capitol Hill. 

Many legislators say they have heard lit- 


’ tle demand for a new GI Bill. Those who, on 


their own initiative or because they have 
heard a demand, are taking an interest are 
in such a minority and are so divided that 
there is likely to be no action at all. 

That wouldn’t displease the services who 
see a GI bill as encour aging badly-needed 
men to get out after one enlistment. But 
despite the truth of this, is the service stand 
in the best interests of the individual? Of 
the nation? 

From an individual standpoint, oppon- 
ents of a GI Bill remind that the War II 
and Korea bills were — intended 
to aid those whose education hac n dis- 
rupted by service. There is now no dis- 
ruption; in fact, deferments from the draft 
to stay in school are easy to come by. 

True, say proponents, but that adds up 
to a reason for a new bill. Since everyone 
who can afford to go te college and who 
can achieve passing grades is deferred, the 
burden of service falls upon those not able 
to afford college. Post-service educational 
aid is thus a matter of justice. . 

Burden of service! That's a red flag 
to the services, Col. M. E. Norton, USAF 
Defense spokesman before the Senate Labor 
subcommittee, said flatly that such benefits 
as GI schooling tend to make people believe 
“that service . . . is something abnormal 
and undesirable for which a man deserves 
rehabilitation or extra privileges, and to that 
extent, tends to stigmatize ‘a career in the 
armed forces,” “ 

So much for individual pros and cons. 
Let’s look at the national—or if you will, 
the taxpayer—view. 

On the one hand, there is Defense’s need 
to retain skilled manpower. On the other 
hand, there is the nation’s great need for 
more “brainpower.” On this point, another 
Defense witness, Army Lt. Col, C. 8S. Hamp- 
ton, complained that courses are left entirely 
up to the individual, with no guarantees 
“that results will benefit the nation; i.e., 
contribute to sorely needed pool of industrial 
and commercial skills or advance the nation 
in, either culture or technology.” 

Well, just as the Korea bill was less 
liberal, both in fees and types of courses, 
than the War II hill, so could a peaéetime 
bill be further restricted. Not just to engi- 
neers, physicists and chemists, of course, be- 
cause we need BAs too. But not BA degrees 
resulting only from “snap” courses. 

Since the nation, needs both skilled mili- 
tary manpower and civilian brainpower, and 
since it’s the nation that’s to foot the pill, 
a combination of in-service and. post-service 
benefits seems to us to be the logical answer. 

The latter would be a modified Korean 
Legislators already are talking in 
terms of smaller allowances or of allowing 
less schooling for a given period of service. 

A start on the former has been made 
with the Navy’s special Purdue plan (which 
the Army and Marine Corps also are weigh- 
ing), not to mention the extension courses 
and off duty studies long offered. 

Carry this a step further. Make it pos- 
sible for almost any intelligent serviceman

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Where Went Prestige? 3

Millions of words have been written and 
spoken on the subject; all sorts of ideas 
have been advanced on how to “restore” 
prestige to our top noncoms. 


It seems to me we are approaching this 
matter from a negative point of view. In- 
stead of trying to devise means of restor- 
ing our Army, we ought to find out why 
they lost that prestige in the first place. 

Prestige, according to the dictionary, is 
“reputation or influence arising from suc- 
cess, achievement, rank or other circum- 
stances,” It would seem, then, that pres- 
tige is not a commodity. which can be 
bought, legislated or handed out on a sil- 
ver platter. It must be earned by success- 
ful achievement, To the first-three-grader 
this would seem to mean success in his 
primary responsibility — leadership.

ALL THE HUE and cry, all the pana- 
ceas, all the exhortations notwithstanding, 
prestige will not be restored to our top 
NCOs until they pull themselves up by 
their boot straps and earn it. Far todo 
many of our top graders look upon their 
rank .as just the means to greater pay and 
a way of getting out of the so-called 
“menial tasks.” is 


They have lost sight of the elementary 
fact that they are, to a large extent, the 
leaders of our Army and that as they go 
so goes the Army, 

To be entitled to prestige Gne must be 
able and willing to accept the responsi- 
bility which breeds prestige. Responsi- 
bility for the soldier is a round-the-clock 
affair, For the NCO it is most exacting. 
He must be willing to submerge -his per- 
sonal likes and dislikes when they inter- 
fere with the performance, of his duty. 
He must be willing to sacrifice his per- 
sonal comfort for the welfare of his men. 
Above all, he must*so carry himself that 


his men (and officers) will not only 
respect him but will be glad to do so, 

A drunken, sloppy, indifferent-NCO can 
never command respect of anyone, least of 
all the men he is called upon to lead. An 
NCO who shirks his responsibility, takes 
no interest in his job, his unit of his men 
does not deserve respect — or prestige. 
The only thing he deserves is a lowering 
of the boom, 

a * 


THAT OUR NCO CORPS has come into 
a state of sad repute of recent years is 
common knowledge. And this deteriora- 
tion of our once high standard is making 
itself manifest throughout the Army. 
Some of our top military leaders are be- 
ginning to show concern for what was 
once the “backbone” of our Army. 

Writing in the January issue of “Army,” 
Col, Arthur §. Collins Jr. had this to 
say: “. , . They (the NCOs) complain 
about lack of privilege and tell you how 
much they would do if they had more 
authority and responsibility. But when 
you give it to them they do not measure 
up. They do not study on their own time, 
they do not strive to improve themselves 
as instructors and they ‘do not feel respon- 
siblé for their men.” 

Col. Colling was writing about his ex- 
periences at one camp, but it’s a safe bet 
his remark could apply to any camp: 

Let’s face it. We didn’t lose our pres- 
tige; we threw it away. There are many 
good NCOs left in the Army, but there «re 
just too many poor ones, And the good 
ones can’t carry the load by themselves. 

It’s up to the good ones to weed out the 
bad ones and see that they live up to 
the standard we used to expect of our top- 
graders. That’s not-being chicken, It’s 
just a matter of self-preservation. 

Let’s quit worrying about. prestige for 
the time being and start cleaning house. 
Once that’s done, prestige will take care 
of itself. 





New Swagger Stick 
Leaves Him Cold 


FORT BENNING, Ga.: Those 
who resent professional soldiers 
are prone to refer to them as boy 
scouts who never grew up. It’s a 
little difficult to defend: ourselves 
when we are exposed to the whims 
of some who, evidently, have not 
left their campfire and weenie 
roast days behind them. 

I refer specifically to the cur- 
rent requirement in many units 
for officers and Os to carry 
swagger sticks. 

Since I have been previously ex- 
posed to this “Disneyland” adven- 
ture, I feel qualified to advance 
some thoughts on the subject. 

The stick, no matter how beauti- 
fied (cartridge cases, crests, unit 
designations, names, initials, cros- 
sed rifles, rank, combat badges, 
parachute badges, and what have 
you), still remains a stick and will 
be resented by those on the receiv- 
ing end of its inevitable gestic- 
ulations.

Involved are: budgetary consider- 
ations; promotion opportunity. for 


outstanding sergeants first class 


who are leaving the service be- 
cause they can’t see promotion in 
the foreseeable future; the unfor- 
tunate fact, which most of us can 
attest to, that service as an officer 
is not necessarily adequate prepa- 
ration for service as a high ranking 
noncommissioned officer. 

Against this can be balanced 


these facts: that many officers af- 


fected by the new policy have been 
through screening procedures for 
efficiency which rate them ‘higher 
than men who benefited: by .the 
old program; that picking an arbi- 
trary date penalizes, by date of 
birth and accident of service, men 
as qualified for high NCO rank as 
others who escape the financial 
penalty; that request for “early re- 
lease” after notification of invol- 
untary rélease disqualifies a man 
from getting “readjustment pay”. 
These things, it seems to me, 
clearly establish that something is 
basically wrong with the system, 
that the evils are, ¢ofhpounded 
each time an attempt is made to 
alleviate past evils, and that offi- 
cials now assigned to personnel 
work are themselves the victims of 
the system. i 
Surface repairs are not good 


‘enough, What’s needed isa basic 


revision and a recognition of the 
unfairness that exists. 

For example: 

® Readjustment pay, which is a 
good thing, is not considered sever- 
ance pay which it really is. 

® Retirement for service after 
20 years is arbitrary. 

® The Army’s NCO corps is not 
made up of men who are all highly 
and equally qualified for their rank. 

® There is no adequate measur- 
ing instrument now by which an 
individual’s qualification for high- 
er than recruit grade can be set. 

Something is in the works to take 
care of these last two items. The 
MOS Proficiency Test and the Pro- 
motion Qualification Score appear 
to be adequate tools to be used to 
make judgments as between indi- 
viduals and for grades in which in- 
dividuals ought to be enlisted, 

This is true, however, only if 
along with promotion a reduction 
program is’ undertaken to cut back 
the grade of men whose PQS shows 
them to be obviously unqualified 
for their grade or MOS, 

Talk of reduction is a frightening 
thing. Officials shy away from it. 
Onward and upward (and carry 
along the deadwood) is the motto, 

Words have been spoken—by 





personnel chief Lt. Gen. Donald 
Booth and others — about getting 
rid of the deadwood, 

“A quality Army is what we must 
have in this period of reduction 
in the Army’s strength and conver- 
seg to an atomic warfare capabil- 
ty.” 

If the Army means this, then it 
must perform as well as talk. 

Men whose grade was determined 
by a fair test of their ability and 
qualifications against those of men 
actually serving higher grades 
should have a few complaints 
about the fairness of the judgment, 

But this leaves two areas — the 
first two examples above — to be 
considered. — 

Severance pay for Regulars de- 
nies them the right to credit toward 
retirement service for which such 
pay is received. This does not apply. 
to “readjustment pay and ts 
Reserve officers in a favored class. 

Yet they have little choice, The 
older men, those with long serv- 
ice (but less than 18 years) mist 
enlist to earn retirement. And the 
problém of adjusting a standard of 
living, as well as one’s friends and 
associations, when going’ from 
commissioned te enlisted status 
takes money, money which read- 
justment pay provides. 

Vd offer a choice. Other armies 
do. Twenty years is hardly a sacred 
figure for retirement. Though it 
would take Congressional approval, 
couldn’t a change in the law per- 
mit retirement after 10 years’ serv- 
ice (or 12) and after 30 is attained? 
The younger, more flexible man 
who is released still has his ‘life, 
his career choice, ahead of him. The 
older officer does not. 

Recognition of this fact by per- 
mitting a choice between retire- 
ment after 15 years’ service, or 14 
or 12, or acceptance of readjust- 
ment pay with forfeiture of serv- 
ice for retirement, offers an al- 
ternative admittedly costly to the 
individual,. but one which could 
serve the interests of the Army and 
the individual better than today’s 
sorry system. 

Officials with whom I’ve discus- 
sed this have expressed a pref- 
erence for an “evolutionary solu- 
tion” to. this problem, In the wake 
of the broken promises that the 
new policy has left and the hurt 
and discontent it has engendered, 
I think. that revolutionary steps 
are needed. Perhaps the ones sug- 
gested above aren’t the right ones. 
If not, some one should come up 
with better ones, and soon,

MDW Marks 15th Bi 


WASHINGTON — The Military 
District of Washington, which will 
be 15 years old May 5, holds-an 
unusual spot among the Con- 
tinental Army Commands. 

Not fo be confused with the vari- 
ous state military districts, which 
are primarily concerned_with Re- 
serve and National Guard affairs, 
the Military District of Washing- 
ton—MDW—was established May 
5, 1942 for two main purposes: 

® To defend the Capital in any 
emergency. 

® To perform the numerous 
services required by Department of 
the Army. 

It is these services, which range 
from Pentagon “housekeeping” to 
Arctie testing and court martials 
in all parts of the world that give 
MDW its unique status.

HEADQUARTERS are 
located in Building. T-7, velly 
Point, near Washington National 
Airport, and now commanded by 
Maj. Gen. John G. Van Houten. 

Geographically, MDW covers six 
Virginia counties, five in Maryland, 
and the District of Columbia. 

MDW, in addition, supervises 
control over the First Arctic Test 
Center at Fort Churchill, Manitoba, 
Canada, It also has court martial 
jurisdiction over Army - attaches 
and their staffs overseas. 

Among MDW’s basic. responsi- 
bilities are operation, training, ad- 
ministrative and supply services of 
various units, activities and instal- 
lations. MDW also furnishes as- 
sistance in civil disasters and dis- 


turbances; formulates plans for in-|- 


ternal defense in anticipation of 
foreign invasion,’ sabotage, air 
raids or riots;. and cooperates 
closely with civil defense agencies 
in planning.

THROUGH THE Army Head- 
quarters commandant, Col. Paul O. 
Hoffman, MDW manages the 
“housekeeping” and provides for 
the, international security of the 
Pentagon. One of the problems is 
the traffic control and daily park- 
ing of nearly 10,000 vehicles. 

Again, through the commandant, 
MDW administers the Armed 
Forces Service Center in the Penta- 
gon. This organization — assists 
military and certain civilian per- 
sonnel, locally, in details of travel, 
baggage-control, movement of de- 
pendents, housing, hotel reserva- 
tions, passports and insurance. 

MDW is charged with arrange- 
ments for the reception of inter- 
national visitors at MATS, Wash- 
ington National Airport. Typical 
was the visit of Queen Elizabeth of 
England in 1951, and dozens of 
other important personages since 
that time.

THE 3d “OLD GUARD” Inf.

Then each year, the OEI was com- 
puted on this single standardiza- 
tion. The OEI was then analyzed 
and a “conversion factor” by which 
scores were “adjusted” was estab- 
lished. for each score. Result was 
that as time passed the “true” 
mean has moved upward each year 
and the “raw OEI” has had to be 
adjusted downward, at least in 
midrange. 
* * - 

NOW, however, by using. the 
computer in the automatic data 
procéssing system, the translation 
of raw scores to AEI’s and the sutb- 
sequent determination of the OEI 
will take place each year, whether 
the ‘form: changes or not. Result 
is that in the future, there will no 
longer have to be a “conversion 
factor”—no adjustment of the OEI. 
This means also that there will be 
a direct relationship between the 
OEI and AEI, which was aot true 
in 1955 and 1956, though it applied 
before that time. 

These changes in the computing 
procedures and in the information 
contained in the form on which the 
annual OEI is shown are not con- 
sidered so much changes as re- 
finements of the present efficiency 
reporting system. 

« + ~ 

FACT IS they seem to represent 
an important step forward in the 
use of the system. A man’s rela- 
tive position ‘is fixed by his OEI. 
Even under the old system, the 
adjustment of the OEI did not 
change this position. However, 
changes in the numerical ' value 
did create a morale problem which 
will be absent under the new com- 
putation procedure. 

By showing on the annua] form 
more than the OEI, the importance 
of this figure is put in a more real- 
istic framework. 

As officials have emphasized for 
years, sometimes with little appar- 
ent effect, the OEI is a screening 
tool. It applies only in large-scale 
personnel actions. It permits iden- 
tification of a group to be consid- 
ered—for promotion, for schooling, 
for certain types of assignments, 
for elimination, or for other ‘ac 
tions. But the OEI is not ‘an effec 
tive tool for taking individual per 
sonnel actions.

records of individuals within the 
group identified by using the OEI 
s essential after that group has 
been picked. The new form will 
help considerably in this. 


FOR EXAMPLE, by using the 
new form, specific rating reports 
can be pulled, when they indicate 
higher or lower performance than 
is customary. From this can be 
learned if a man is very good or 
very poor in a certain type of job. 
Then he can be either kept from 
such assignments, or sent to them, 
whether he needs additional train- 
ing to qualify him to do such jobs, 
and so forth. 

When a choice between equally 
rated individuals is to be made, the 
determining factor is frequently 
which one shows a greater rate of 
self-improvement. The new form 
will help in determining this.

THE DANGER in the new form 
is that, though the emphasis on 
the OEI is reduced, personnel ac- 
tion officers may come to depend 
on it rather than on going back 
te specific reports. At the same 
time, if they are aware of the dan- 
ger, they will find that the new 
form is a tool which both they 
and the individual affected should 
come to accept as fair and highly 
useful. 


Using this tool, a greater refine- 
ment is possible in group selec- 
tions. It does not, nor is it in- 
tended to, remove the need for de- 
tailed examination of the records 
of the individuals in the group 
before final decisions are made 
on various personnel management 
actions.

PERHAPS THE most important 
comment concerned the “intent” 
of the committee.

Some Fort Stewart Tents 


FORT STEWART, Ga. — One 
hundred quonset. huts have arrived 


at Fort Stewart ‘to replace many’ 


of the tents currently being used 


to house enlisted personnel here 
at the Antiaircraft Artillery. and 
Tank Training Center.

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As Its Legion Goes 
=So Goes Jordan

Whatever the outcome of the current disorders in Jor- 
dan, the key to that small country’s immediate future seems 


to depend in large degree on 
of the Jordan Army—lately 
Some background information 
on this Army may therefore be 
helpful to an understanding of 
present ‘and future events. 


The population of Jordan — 
about 1,500,000 all told — is di- 
vided into three roughly equal 
portions: 

(1) The original inhabitants. of 
the former Kingdom of Transjor- 
dan, living on the east side of the 
Jordan River. These are largely 
Bedouin tribesmen, nomads for the 
most part, but with a scattering of 
more settled farmers. 

(2) Palestinian Arabs living on 
the west side of the Jordan River, 
in that part of Palestine which was 
occupied by Transjordan during 
the Israeli war in 1948. These are 
townspeople and small farmers 
as a considerably higher stand- 
ard of education than the Bedouin. 

(3) Palestinian Arab refugees 
who formerly lived in the parts of 
Palestine which now make up the 
state of Israel, and who fled to Jor- 
dan at the time of the 1948 war. 

The Army is enlisted almost en- 
tirely from the first of these three 
groups. The political agitation and 
rioting arises almost entirely 
among the other two. 

* + * 


THERE HAS never been any 
question of the loyalty of the Be- 
douin enlisted personnel to the 
King. Unlike the townspeople, they 
have been brought up under the 
patriarchal, tribal system in which 
the sheikh is the boss of the tribe, 
and the sheikh obeys only the King. 
Any doubt as to the dependability 
of the Army, as an instrument of 
the King’s authority, has reference 
to the officers and not to the en- 
listed men. 

The original Arab Legion was 
supported by a British subsidy, and 
the senior officers of the Legion 
were British — either on loan from 
the British Army; or serving under 
personal contract with the , King. 
The junior officers — Arabs — 
were most carefully selected, al- 
ways from among the younger sons 
of the tribal #heikhs. 

This system was pretty well ob- 
served’ until the dismissal of the 
last British commander of the Le- 
gion’ Lieut. General Sir John 
Bagot Glubb, by King Hussein in 
March, 1956, Since then the King 
has apparently yielded to heavy 
pressure from the politicians, sup- 
ported by agitators from Egypt 
and Syria, to appoint officers from 
other sources, some of which have 
reached high rank rathet quickly. 

Included among these were form- 
er Palestinian officers of the old 
Transjordan Frontier Force (raised 
under the British mandate) which 
is remembered by the Bedouin 
soldiers of the Legion as the out- 
fit which mutinied in 1941 and re- 
fused to march to put down the 
Nazi-led rebellion in Iraq—where- 
as the Legion stuck to its colors 
and served in that campaign with 
considerable. distinction.

In considering this possibility, 
the fizancial backing of the Army 
(and the Government) must be 
kept in mind. The British subsidy 
has now ended. In theory, it was to 
be replaced by contributions of 
2qual amount (some $30,000,000 
annually) from the governments 
of Egypt, Syria and Saudi Arabia 
—but in practice, this meant that 
the King of Saudi-Arabia was to 
nick up the tab, since neither of 
the others have that kind of money. 

Indeed the King of Saudi Arabia, 
until recently, was providing much 
of the financial support for Nasser’s 
agitation throughout the Middle 
East. 

“It is beginning to look as though 
one useful result of King Saud’s 
visit to Washington is that the 
Saudi Arabian treasury is no longer 
financing the street mobs in Jor- 
dan an@ elsewhere: and it may be 
that King Saud would be glad to 
see American aid to Jordan in- 
creased sufficiently to enable that 
country to support government 
and Army without too much Saudi 
Arabian help — especially as the 
Saudis are a little short of ready 
money, too, as a result of the clos- 
ing of the Suez Canal., 

Thus an interval of martial law, 
with the Army in control under the 
king, might be just the right op- 
portenity for King Hussein to have 
a little talk with President Eisen- 
hower’s personal representative, 
Ambassador Richards. 

This may be an overoptimistie 
view. It is, however, probably more 
or less what the King and his more 
conservative advisers are aiming 
at. Whether they get away with 
it or not, we'll have to wait to find 
out.

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Administrative Lag Evokes Reserve Growls 


By STEVE TILLMAN Moly 
WASHINGTON—Recent criticism of the Army Reserve 
has been deeply resented by some concerned with the Ke- 
serve. But others say “we need more frank comments from 


officers that know’the grass root level.” 





There is‘no question but what 
the Army has done an outstanding. 
recruiting job under the RFA. So 
much so that the active Army is 
hard-pressed for training facilities 
at the camps. But, contend many 
readers of this column, “leadership 
is lacking among the USAR unit 
commanders.” Much needs to be 
done to improve and simplify ad- 
ministrative procedures, it is said. 

As one of the best informed Re- 
serve leaders wrote us last week, 
“Your column of April 13 is 100 
percent correct. Look at “XX” Di- 
vision here...It is next to leader- 
less. If the Reserve doesn’t clean 


up its own’ house’ soon, then some- 
one will do it for them and that will 
really rough on the complacent 
point-getter.” 

Only USAR officers that work 
with the problems day in and day 


out really know them. Some _in-|. 


formation is known to the Pentagon 
but politics plays a hand in too 
many of these. problems. 

The Reserve is still working on 
administrative procedures _ that 
were out-moded 25 years ago. For 
example, why does it take three 
months for papers to go from one 
military district to another when a 
Reservist changes his permanent 
address? By going through chan- 
nels. Army should study a proposal 
to send original papers direct, with 
copies going through for “noting.” 

In the past this column has re- 
peatedly plugged for stepping up 
recognition of the newest Reserve 
branch, CAMG. More and more of- 
ficers are applying for transfer. 
But some are now writing us. to 
say “instead of criticising us for not 
making application for transfer, put 
the heat on to speed-up approval 
or disapproval of applications al- 
ready sent in,” 

CAMG staff section is doing the 
best it can. The fact remains that 
it does take several months to. get 
an application “through channels.” 

Now that the Army has “gotten 
its bodies” for the Reserve, it is 
really in need of doing a complete 








overhaul job on administration. 
Training is improving but too much 
paperwork remains, é

years at hard labor this week 


on an American soldier who was convicted of 


War II desertion to fight with the French Foreign Legion. 





Sentenced by a nine-officer court 
here was Pvt. Vito Sala, a Brook- 
lynite who was wounded three 
times while serving with French 
forces after War II. He claimed he 
was a victim of amnesia, 

Sala was reported awol in April, | 
1945, while he was a member 
Co. I, 398th Inf. Regt. at Heilbronn, 
Germany. He told the court he 
didn’t know who he was, so he 
took the name of Angelo Turco. 
While in Germany, he got married, 
had two children, joined the 
French Foreign Legion and was 
divorced. 

He fought for the French in Al- 
geria and Indo-China, he claimed, 
“without really knowing. who I 
was.” He said he recovered his 
memory during the battle of Dien 
Bien Phu, nine years after disap- 
appearing from his American unit. 
When he reported to the U. 8. 
Army in Europe last September, 
after his good conductedischarge 
from the Legion, his fingerprints 
showed Turco was the missing 
Sala. 

The court rejected his amnesia 
claim, and it turned down his de-) 
fense lawyer’s argument that while

On the night of Aprii 30, 1898, Admiral Dewey on his flagship 
Olympia led the White Squadron into Manila Bay.. Little did the 
men of the fleet, 7000 miles from their nearest home base, realize 
that the battle next morning would mark the turning point in 
American history — our emergence from a self-contained nation 
to an Asiatic, and eventually a world power. 

At 5:30 on Sunday morning, May 1, the Spanish Admiral Mon- 
tojo opened fire on the approaching American ships. There was 
no response until Dewey was within close range.. Then he calmly 
issued the order citéd above to Gridley, captain of the cruiser 
Olympia. 

In two hours the Spanish fleet had been destroyed, with no 
American losses of either ships or men. But‘Dewey didn’t know 
it until the thick black smoke from the old time powder, which 
halted the firing, had cleared away.—M. S. WHITE.

“The Hidden Persuaders” 


By BOB HOROWITZ 


is a book that is likely to scare the pants off you. 


At the 


same time author Vance Packard explains why you run tothe nearest friendly haberdasher 
to. get not one, but two pairs of replacement pants. 


The hidden persuaders in this 
book, published this week by David 
McKay ($4), are downright fright- 
ening. They are the people who 
probe into the subconscious, who 
try to manipulate our irrational de- 
sires and thoughts, so that we buy 
more toothpaste, convertibles, laxa- 
tives and hair curlers. 


The author has assembled here 
the facts on the motivational re- 
searchers of Madison Ave. They 
are the ad agency boys who act 
like psychoanalysts and the psy- 
chology professors who have be- 
come hucksters. They know that 
many human acts are irrational 
and they try to use that irrational- 
ity to push their favorite and most 
profitable brands. 


WITH THE HELP of Dr. Ror- 
schach’s inkblots, word-association 
tests and other psychological labor- 
atory gimmicks, these hidden per- 
gsuaders have built sex into automo- 
biles and mental obsolescense into 
perfectly good stoves. They use 
television to seduce children into 
disliking their parents, and they've 
redesigned our beér cans and labels 
to appeal to 29-year-old house- 
wives. They’ve even discovered 
(or think they have) how men- 
strual cycles affect the sale of 
caké mixes. 

* Those Madison Ave. Svengalis 
have discovered that women be- 
come hypnotized in superniarkets. 
This hypnotism can be measured— 





cameras hidden behind. the cans 
of soup record eye blinks and lady 
shoppers’ eye ..blinks slow down 
to the point where they are con- 
sidered to be in a trance. 

Other psychological-admen are 
playing tricks on us with color. 
Vanee Packard tells of the deterg- 
ent manufacturer who wanted to 
determine the -best color for his 
package. He gave three different 
colored boxes of detergent to a 
large group of women and asked 
the gals to test the three boxes 
in their washing machines. The 
ladies were almost unanimous: the 
detergent in the blue box was 
too weak, the detergent in the yel- 
low was much too strong, and the 
stuff in the blue and yellow box 
was just right. The same deterg- 
ent was in all boxes.

PACKARD even describes at- 
tempts by advertisers to flash 
quickie messages on movie sereens.

Imagine the 
effect on the nation if somebody 
used this device—on movies and 
television—to change our political 
ideals.

®. Autos — Drivers will prob- 
ably find their home state car tags 
honored while they are in the state 
on orders.

Generally, 
drivers are best protected by lia- 
bility-property cores insurance. 
The state also has & vehicles in- 
New plates can be 
used on Nov, 1. . The state has a 
legal driving age of 17 for a junior 
license. Individual posts may have 
their own requirements for inspec- 
tions, stickers and insurance for 
on-Post driving. 

® Schools — The state reports 

specific entry requirements for 
school children but parents are al- 
ways wise to bring report cards 
and/or transcripts of grades to a 
new school system. 

® Marriage — Girls must be 18 
and men 21 without consent. If 
either party is under age and does 
not have parental consent, parents 
are informed by registered’ mail. 
In some cases, common law mar- 
riages are permitted for a girl at 
12 and a boy at 14. The state does 
not require a blood test or other 
physical examination. There is a 
five day waiting period, and no wit- 
nesses are required. 

® Hunting and Fishing — Game 
laws require military members to 
meet the same resident require- 
ments as civilians (six months) to 
qualify for resident licenses, Resi- 
dent fees are $1 for fishing, $1 for 
county hunting license (does not 
permit turkey or deer) and $4 for 
all game and fish (state).

Also, when you plan your needs, 
don’t pack with the idea of selling.

Be sure your car is in good 
working condition, The roads are 
rough and replacement parts often 
hard to find. Don’t plan on selling 
it later. 

You'll enjoy the city and the 
people.

USE CARE WHEN NOSE 
- IS PLUGGED 


Teach your children NOT to blow 
their noses: 


When they. do so, especially 
when they blow hard or if one 
side of the nose is plugged at the 
time, it can cause serious ear 
trouble. 

When you blow your nose you 
are forcing a blast of air through 
the back part of the nose hoping 
to dislodge ahd get rid of the 
secretions within the nose. This 
means that the air pressure in the 
back part of the throat is greatly 
increased. 

In fact, the pressure is great 
enough to do something you neither 
expect ner desire. It can blow open 
the eustachian tubes which lead 
directly t,; .ne ears and foree into

them some of the pus or mucus 
which is in back of the throat and 
hidése. This can cause infection of 
the middle ear which may~not be 
easily controlled. ° 

You will notice when you blow 
your nose there is a sense of full- 
ness inthe ears. This is due to a 
small bit ‘of secretion. getting ‘into 
the eustachian. tube temporarily. 
When you have a cold, however, 
this secretion can be forced all the 
way up the tube and: be the seed 
which grows into the-ear infection. 

Children should be taught to blot 
away the secretions as they appear. 
Only the most gentle blowing 
should be permitted and only if 
both sides of the nose are open. 

Permitting the secretions to be 
sniffed back inte the throat and 
expectorated may not be esthetic 
but it is healthy.

Carson Medics Experiment 
With New Air Evac Litter 


FORT CARSON, Colo.—The Fort 
Carson airfield was the scene last 
week of an experiment involving 
a new type of litter adapted for 
use in the L-19 Army aircraft. 

The new litter was designed and 
eonstrutted by the medical main- 
tenance section of the Carson hos- 
pital. The idea for the new litter 
eame from CWO William J. Bus- 
house of the hospital maintenance 
section. 

Bushouse said he conceived the 
idea from an article in the Medical 
Technical Bulletin which described 
a similar type of litter for the L-19 
being tried in Europe. 

The new, compact litter fits in 
the rear compartment of the air-

Construction equipment special- 
ists at the Engineer Research and 
Development Laboratories have 
bored holes into a 4’ x 4’ x 7’ block 
of frozen silt and sandy team with 
a new truck-mounted earth auger. 
The block had been frozeJin Fort 
Belvoir’s Climatic Test Laboratory, 
where for four days the tempera- 
tures hit 55 degrees below zero. 

Holes 18, 24 and 30 inches in 
diameter were drilled four feet 
deep during the tests. High grade 
alloy cutting teeth, hard-faced with 
tungsten carbide, were used on the 
auger. 

Difficulties in discharging the 
spoil were encountered by the 
auger, which operates on the cen- 
trifugal force principle. Studies 
are under way to develop a more 
suitable means of dispersing this 
material, High-speed jets. of com- 
pressed air are currently being 
considered. 

The auger, one of two big units 
under test at the Engineer Re- 
search & Develdpment Labora- 
tories, can dig a six-ft. diameter 
hole 20 ft. deep at a rate of,a half 
foot per minute in ordinary, un- 
frozen earth. 

Its “big brother” can dig a hole 
nine feet in dianieter to depths of 
70 feet.

WASHINGTON — In the 
Army, it is a crime for the 
cook to ask a friend to get him 
some rat poison to poison the 
first sergeant with. 

It is not a long-term felony kind 
of crime, but more a misdemeanor

These are the highlights in the 
Court of Military. Appeals opinion 
in the case of SP2 Keith R. Oakley, 
who was a cook in an anti-aircraft 
outfit in Germany, He asked two 
civilian helpers to get him some 
rat poison 

Asked why he wanted it, he re- 
plied, to. poison ‘the -first. sergeant. 

He was sentenced to dishonor. 
able discharge and a year. in 
prison. 

On appeal, his lawyers argued it 
was no crime to bay ‘rat poison,

let alone ask someone else to buy 
it for you. But the high court held 
that explaining the purpose of the 
proposed purchase was asking the 
two civilians to join in a proposed 
crime. 

Thus the cook was soliciting 
them to commit crime, and that 
is outlawed by the Code. The fact 
that the solicited accomplices re 
ported to the authorities did not 
make.the solicitation any less -a 
crime. 

But the high court thought the 
law officer at the court martial 
went away overboard when he in 
structed it that the maximum ‘/pen- 
alty for the crime was three years. 
The: appeals court held this - pre- 
judiced the accused; and. the. case 
should go back to another court 
martial for reconsideration of the 
sentence—a maximum of four 
months for each of the: sdlicita- 
tions.
